in the United States with a more unique and 
fascinating history than Williahisbtt'-g,. tho an- 
cient capital of Virginia in colonial times, and 
there are few concerning which less is known 
byjthe general reader. It is the type of tide- 
water Virginians as it exists to-day. It was 
tha scat of vicerodal power in America during 
many ye a-a of British rnl^ ia the coioiiii-L. 
JJany of the stiriisg incidents antedating the 
evolution wero there enacted, and near by 
f-ord Cortiv. al is surrendered his forces aud

i.o.i of power. As it was a strategic point in 
ho revolution, so it was ag'iiu daring tho 
great civil w ir.

'Ituriora of tho ca^valiers during colonial 
i:nes, sx> also was it the stronghold of tho An- 
glican chnrjh aa transplanted from Britain to 
Viaoric.u Here it was that tha foundation fo.i 
tlic second college in America was laid, a-d 
wiioro it nourished for two centuries or more,, 
•inder ita charter granted by William and 
Mary, and Harvard, ita older rival, was for 
years i;s stipendiary.

Ever,Bmce the death of the famous rebej 


raider, General John H. Morgan, in September, 
1864, "the true story" of the manner of his 
death has appeared in the press periodically, 
each story differing from the other in such t 
remarkable degree as to raise doubts in the 
minds of the present generation as to the an 
thonticity of any of these stories. 


The latest version of the affair appears in 


the correspondence of the Enquirer, dated at 
Columbus, 0., reitsrating the old story that 
General Morgan was brutally murdered by the 
loyal Tennessee troops under command of 
General A. C. Gillem, with the additional charge 
that his dead body was tied to a horse's tail, 
and dragged through the streets of Greepville. 


As a member of Gen. Gillem'a command.ancl 


in justice to the loyal East Tennebseaus, I ask 
space in your excellent paper to state briefly 
the circumstances attending the death of Gen. 
Morgan, as remembered by me after the lapse 
of over eighteen years : On the night of Sep- 
tember 8, 1SS64., Gen. A. C. Gillem, in command 
of the Eighth, Ninth, and Thirteenth regimeato < 
ot Tennessee cavalry, and the Tenth Michigan 
cavalry weut into camp at Bull's Gap, a point 
fifty-six miles east of Knosville. On the same, 
night Gen. Morgan, whose command numbered 
about three thousand troops, ' encamped at 
Greenville, eighteen miles east of BullV 'Gap 
Neither commander waa aw.ire of the close 
proximity of the other. Al-out 10 o'clock at 
night Gen. Giilein received information that a 
small force of rebels were encamped on the 
road between Greenville and Bull's Gap, and 
at once conceived the idea of capturing them. 
To accomplish this he ordered Oolouel Inger- 
ton, 
ot 
the Thirteenth Tennessee 
cav- 


airy. to move his legiment by an unfrequented 
road to the 
rear of this force. 
Colo- 


nel Ingerton, guided by one Captaiu Sizemore, 
who was familiar with the country, aiter 
marching over a most difficult; road through a 
severe rain storm, which lasted all night, suc- 
ceeded in reiching the state road a a point one 
mile west of Greenville, and placed his regi- 
ment in position facing Bull's Gap (except two 
compani< 
which were faced iu ihe opposite 
direction as a precautionary movement) to 
await the small force of rebels which were to 
bs attacked by the remainder of General Gil- 
lem's command^ and which he hoped to inter- 
cept and capture: Colonel Ingerton was still 
m ignorance of the fact that General Morgan 
with bis command was only a mile away, and it 
was while wai;ing the approach of the enemy 
from the opposite direction that he received 
the startling infornjition, through a Airs. 
Williams, that General Morgan's command was 
encamped on College Hill, just east of Green- 
ville.and the general and his staff were at her 
house in the town". 
The colonel ordered 


Major Wdcox, in charge of the two companies 
which were iu position facing the town, to pro- 
ceed at once to the house of Mrs. Williams and 
capture Morgan and his staff. 
Wilcox accord- 


ingly surrounded the premises of Mrs. Wil- 
.liams, consisting of a liouse located on a tri 
angular shaped lot containing an area of about 
thre- acres, part 01 which was a vineyard. 
Finding themselves surrounded, the general ' 
and his staff officers ran out into the garden 
looking out for a chance of escape. 
Just _at 
this time a soldier in his shirtsleeves was dis- 
covered1, crouched behind a cluster of grape- 
vine, and was ordered to surrender. 
Finding 


that he was discovered, instead of surrender- 
ing, he started to run, when he was fired upon 
almost siinnltaneouslv by Andrew Campl;ell 
and John G. Bunchfie.d, of Company C, lliir- 
taenth Tennessee cavalry. Throwing up his 
hands, 
he 
exclaimed, 
"Oh,

The first clue to 


bis identity was ,i piatoi lying by his side, upon 
winch was inscribed, "Presented to Capt. 
John H. AI organ by Col. Colt" After the bodj 
had also been ideatntied by some of his stall 
officers who had been captured, it was placed 
upon a horse and hastily conveyed back, tow- 
ards our regiment, closely pursued by the 
rebel troops, whom tho tiriug had apprised of 
the presence of our forces'. General Gillem 
soon came up with the remainder of his com- 
mand, and a sharp engagement took place be- 
tween his brigade and Morgan's trooi-s, now 
under comtnaud of Gen. Basil Duke, resulting 
in the demat of the latter. Aiter the fight t' c 
body of Gen Morgan was delivered over to his 
comrades and friends under a flag of truce.

The report, started at the time, that Gen 
; 


Morgan bad been murdered by the Tennesset j 
troops was publicly denied by Col. Clay, of hi=. ' 
(Morgan's) stuff, in a card published iu Ihe ! 
Kuoxville Whig. Col. Clay, who was th-c 
j 


a priso ;er in our bands, staled that Geu. Mor- 
gan had often u:iid he would never again sur . 
render, and it was his adherence to mis reso- 
lution that cost h in^i is .ife. Another incident 
related to us ai the time, pertaining to the ; 
death of Gen. Morgan, might be of interest to 
those of a superstitious turn of mind. The 
night previous to his death was a dismal. 
stovmy nigiiT. raining almost incessantly, an<) 
the general having no adequate shelter from 
rue storm, and hiving sent out detachments o' 
troops ou all tho roads from which an, enemy 
i.ji^nt be expeo'ed to advance, he da- 
cided to srek shelter for himself and utaff in 
tovm 
After be had been at the house of Mrs 


Williams for some time, he remarked to soni 
of Inn officers that he telta-if ho should ruui-T 
to camp, that he was oppressed by a myfat'Ti.ius 
foreboding of evil, and o.ice or twice decided to 
return to camp, but was hilled into a lecLngof 
s ieurity by the more cheerful mood of h s 
'•o'apanioi'is, and linaily ue.-ided to remain 
Itotleotiag upon bis tragical death then BO ue<<r 
at h ind, one is led to wonder if some good 
angel, whose voice the rebel chieftain failed to 
heed, was whispering warnings of hie impend- 
ing danger.

Eveff-thejlwflfi'and moun- 
tain passes are indicated.
